Commission ponders purchase of computer 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Dec. 14, at the courthouse «in 
Enterprise and agreed to open bids 
at its next meeting on a computer to 


be used by the county’s Board of 


Registrars. 

Registrar chairman Chuck Lewis 
had attended the previous meeting 
of the commission and told the group 
that his office needed additional 
filing equipment to add names of 
newly qualified voters and at the 
meeting stated that a computer 
might be a better method of keeping 
the names and in the long run save 
the county money, 

At Monday’s meeting Lewis 
introduced two computer salesmen 
who made a presentation concerning 
their products and gave the 
commission an unofficial bid on the 


cost of the computer needed for the 
registrar’s office. 

The commission agreed that it 
was time to enter the computer age 
and instructed commission chairman 
Marion Brunson to work with 
Officials at Enterprise State Junior 
College to draw up specifications on 
the computer to be purchased at the 
next meeting, 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and the first order of business 
after the approval of the minutes was 
the opening of bids on two items for 
the highway department, 

Southern Fence was the apparent 
low bidder on fencing material for 
the county shop with a bid of $4,150; 
however, the engineer postponed 
making a recommendation on the bid 
until he could study the bids, and the 
commission tabled the bids until the 


next meeting. 

The other item up for bids was 
gasoline and diesel fuel for the 
department and the only bidder was 
Heath Oil Company, who was 
awarded the contract with a total bid 
of $10,064.11. 

Julian Boyd addressed the 
commission and complained that 
when the  Friendship-to-Fairview 
Road was worked on recently the 
commission had agreed to do worl: 
on his property that was damaged by 
the roadwork, The commission 
stated that since it did promise to do 
the work it would meet its obligation 
and instructed the engineer to 
complete the repairs as soon as 
possible.

Unemployment rate inches upward 


The Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations has released its monthly 
unemployment report for the month 
of October, and the detailed report 
shows that the unemployment rate in 
Coffee County inched upward during 
the month and now stands at 6.2 
percent, which is above the national 
average but still below the state 
average, 

According to the report, during 
the month of October, Coffee County 
had a civilian work force of 18,260, 
and from that number 1,130 were 
without a job, or 6.2 percent. The 
figure is higher than the 5.8 percent 
of September, but far below the rate 
of October, 1986, when the 
unemployment rate in the county 
was 10.2 percent,

Right people expected to die on highways during holiday 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that eight people 
will be killed in traffic accidents 
during the Christmas holiday, 
according to Thomas H. Wells, 
Public Safety Director. 

The 78-hour holiday begins at 6 
p.m, Thursday, Dec. 24, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, Dec. 27, 

Also the department predicts that 
12 people will die as a result of traffic 
accidents .during the New Year’s 
holiday, The period begins at 6 p.m, 
Thursday, Dec. 31, and extends 
through midnight Sunday, Jan, 3, for 
a total of 78 hours. 

Wells stressed the importance of 
driving carefully and defensively 
during the holidays. 

**Itis our hope that no family will 
suffer the loss of a loved one due toa 
traffic accident during the Christinas 
Season, State troopers will be 
patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from the roadways and help 
ensure a safe holiday for all,’’ he 
said, 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit and DUI enforcement 
will allow additional troopers to 
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patrol during the holiday peroiod, 
Wells encouraged drivers to 
always use seat belts and child 
restraints and obey all traffic laws. 
“Drivers should pay close atten- 
tion to posted speed limits, 
remembering that 65 mph applies 
only to certain sections of rural 


interstates,’’ he said, 

Wells also warned Alabamians of 
the dangers of drinking and driving, 
and reminded them that Alabama's 
DUI law provides the means to deal 
firmly with those who commit the 
crime of driving under the influence. 


It mandates loss of the driving 
privilege for 90 days and attendance 
of DUI school, and also allows a $250 
to $1,000 fine and possible imprison- 
ment upon first conviction, Second 
and subsequent convictions carry 
increasingly severe penalties.

THE WOULD-BE DISCIPLES 

I read about an incident which 
occurred years ago one night when 
Jack Parr was hosting ‘‘The Tonight 
Show,”’ The conversation with 
guests had dealt with a man named 
Albert Schweitzer. 

Schweitzer was a_ gifted 
individual; among his gifts was that 
of music. He was an excellent 
musician, but he sacrificed the 
possibility of a brilliant career in 
Music in order to serve as a 
missionary. 

Parr and his guests expressed 
en admiration for a person who 
would serve his fellowman even at 
great cost to himself. Jack Parr said, 
“T would like to be an Albert 
Schweitzer - if I could commute.”’ 

The words ‘‘would be’’ are 
significant in that statement, Those 
words will be central in this article. 

The Scripture passage I have 
drawn this article from, Luke 9:57-62 
- places the shallow and casual 
approach to Christianity of three 
would-be disciples in contrast with 
the commitment and cost of Jesus to 
do the Father’s will. 

An awareness of the events 
immediately preceding the passage 
aids tremendously in understanding 
the text. Luke 9:22 contains Jesus’ 
first prediction (in the Gospel of 
Luke) of his coming suffering. Notice 
the word ‘‘suffer’’ in that verse. 

Luke 9-23-24 contains Jesus 
description of the strenuous con- 
ditions of genuine discipleship. And 
Luke 9:51 contains a reminder of 
Jesus’ commitment to die on the 
Cross. Though He was aware that 
His life would be taken he ‘‘stead- 
fastly set his face to go to Jerusa- 
lem,”’ 

Following are three insights 
regarding the shallow approach of 
would-be disciples: 

1. Would-be disciples often are 
not aware of what is involved in 
genuine discipleship. 

It is of major significance to 
notice that Jesus was headed to 
Jerusalem where he would die upon 
the Cross. In that contest one came 
enthusiastically and impulsively and 


volunteered to follow Jesus (whither- 
soever’’ he went - see v. 57), That 
person volunteered to follow Jesus. 
At that point Jesus had not issued a 
formal call for him to follow -- he 
wanted to volunteer; however, he 
was not aware of the implications of 
his decision. He was not aware of 
what was required, 

It is easy to state a ‘‘whitherso- 
ever.”’ It is another matter to 
confront all that is involved in it and 
to follow through - to find the 
courage and faith to carry it out. It is 
easy to say, ‘I want to join the 
church,’’ but it is another matter to 
live a genuine Christian life and to 
support the Lord’s church, 

Perhaps the contemporary 
church needs to give attention to and 
follow the example of Jesus in 
dealing with people who wish to 
volunteer to join up. Jesus let the 
man know ‘‘out front’’ that his 
decision would put strenuous 
demands upon his life. 

When a person comes forth we 
need to let him/her know out front 
that it will involve self-denial, 
sacrifice, etc, (See Luke 9:23-24). 

Some might be thinking, ‘. . . 
but we wouldn’t have as many 
people to respond if we emphasized 
such matters.’’ That’s exactly right. 
The numbers would decrease, but 
the percentage of genuineness and 
sincerity would improve drastically! 
Jesus did not engage in shoddy or 
cheap methods of evangelism. 

I remember the first and second 
days in my college Greek class. The 
first day was on a Friday. Dr. John 
Thomas said, ‘‘Be able to write the 
Greek alphabet on Monday.’’ We 
did exactly that, but there were a lot 
less of us in class on Monday. The 
numbers were thinned drastically 
and quickly when people discovered 
what was required. 

Someone may want to ask, 
‘*Well, just what is involved if one is 
going to live a genuine Christian 
life?”’ 

I will share what seems to be 
some of the basics involved. Confes- 
sion of personal sin is involved; 
(‘‘Lord, lama sinner.’’) Asking for 
God’s forgiveness is involved. 


(Lord, I cannot do anything about 
my sin problem by myself - please 


overcome the world.’’

If Cor, 1:9: “But we had the sentence of death in 
ourselves, that we should not trust in ourselves, but in God which

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ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


Can a Christian serve in the military, 
and engage in warfare? 


In our age when men have the capability to destroy the earth with 
nuclear weapons, war cannot be taken lightly. Some have let the 
situation, rather than the scriptures determine their attitude toward 
military service. Military service was respected during World War II, 
but often not respected during the Viet Nam War era, Central to the 
question of whether a Christian can serve in the military, is the purpose 
of government, Paul wrote of civil government, ‘‘Let every soul be sub- 
ject unto the higher powers. For there is no power but of God: the 
powers that be are ordained of God , . . For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but tothe evil, . . For he is the minister of God to thee for 
good’’ (Rom, 13:1-4), Since civil government is ‘tordained of God,”’ 
and those who govern are described as ‘the minister of God to thee for 


good,’’ then Christians 


have a responsibility to 


support their 


government and be good citizens, As Paul wrote Romans, the Roman 
emperor was probably Nero, one of the more corrupt rulers of all time, 
and likely Paul met death t his hands, But he granted Nero the right to 
maintain law and order, because of his official capacity as ruler of 


Rome, 


Romans 12:19 forbids the individual Christian from rendering 
vengeance, but in Romans 13:4, Paul said that rendering vengeance 
was the responsibility of the civil government, acting as God's agent; 
“Tf thou do that which is evil, be afraid; for he (civil ruler) beareth not 
the sword in vain; for he is the minister of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil." The Christian, under the authority of 
the civil government may carry out the law, Some have agreed that the 
civil government has a right to exist and enforce the laws, but a 
Christian cannot carry them out, But if it is wrong for a Christian to 
serve in the military, then it is wrong for anyone to serve. 

Killing of enemies through war is said to be opposed to the love of 
enemies that Jesus proclaimed. Christians are to love their enemies, 
But this does not mean that the higher love for one’s family should be 
disregarded, so that a Christian would allow an enemy to kill a loved 
one, without even trying tostop him, Christ’s teaching on ‘turning the 
other cheek’’ to an enemy should be understood in the context that 
while as an individual one has no right to carry out vengeance, the state 
does have that right, A Christian has the right to call on the state for 
help, and participate in carrying out the law. No soldier in the New 
Testament, including Cornelius, the first Gentile Christian, was ever 


told to stop being a soldier. 
armed forces. 


A Christian may actively serve in the

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forgive me.’’) Commitment to live a 
new life is involved. (‘‘Lord, with 
your help, I will avoid sin and live for 
you.’’) This involves all you are and 
all you have seven days a week - not 
10 percent on Sunday.) Commitment 
to reach others for the Lord is 
involved, (The person is aware that 
he has found what he and all others 
need, and he desires to share that 
with others.) And commitment to 
the church is involved. (Involvement 
in and support of. the organization 
through which the Lord is working in 
our world). 

2. Would-be disciples often are 
unwilling to remove the barriers 
which separate them from the Lord. 

The second person who came to 
Jesus emphasized that he would be 
willing to follow, but ‘‘first’’ he had 
something else todo, At first glance, 
Jesus’ response to him seems harsh 
to us; however, his father was not 
dead nor was he at the point of 
death, In that ancient society the 
elder son assumed the responsibility 
of caring for the father in his later 
years, and he also assumed. the 
responsibility of giving his father a 
proper burial. The simple fact was - 
that man was not willing to give top 
priority to the Kingdom of God. 

There are always other things 
which will hinder our commitment to 
the Lord if we let them. Jesus told a 
parable which we call the parable of 
“The Great Supper.’’ (Luke 
14:15-24), 

According to the custom of the 
day, two invitations were sent to 
those the host invited to attend. 
First, he sent word that he was 
preparing to have a supper. Second, 
when the preparations were made, 
he sent a formal invitation to 
individuals, This invitation included 
the specific time and place, That 
passage contains the responses of 
three who declined to attend. One 
said, ‘tI have bought a piece of 
ground,’’ (v.18); another said, ‘‘I 
have bought five yoke of oxen’’ 
(v.19); and another said, ‘‘I have 
married a wife.’’ The simple fact 
was - neither of them wanted to go to 
the supper. 

The major point of the parable 
seems tobe: if you are looking for an 
excuse not to respond to the Lord at 
the present - you will find one. 

One woman described it well one 
Sunday morning. She had not 
attended Sunday School or church 
for several weeks, Another woman 
said, ‘‘We’ve been missing you in 


church lately.’ She responded, 
‘*Well, it’s been first one thing and 
the another,”’ It is that way with a 
lot of would-be disciples. 

Would-be disciples often are 
unwilling to give proper attention to 
the Lord’s work. 

I draw this insight from Luke 
9:61-62. A third individual volun- 
teered to follow Jesus, but he also 
had something else he wanted to do 
‘first.’ The task of following Jesus 
requires one’s uninterrupted 
attention, That man had the 
problem of a divided mind. It is 
difficult to get and hold such a 
person’s attention, 

In order to plow a straight furrow 
the farmer must choose a point of 
orientation and move toward it. In 
order to follow the Lord we must give 
attention to the task. Itis like a crane 
operator who is helping to build a 
skyscraper. the contractor does not 
want someone moving those 
materials around while he is feeding 
the pigeons! 

The third invididual also made 
the offer to follow Jesus on his own 
initiative, and he was bold enough to 
stipulate his own terms. But in doing 
so he landed himself in a hopeless 
inconsistency. He could not follow 
Jesus and insist on his own terms. 

One’s furrow of loyalty to the 
Lord may very well cut across his 
own convenience. It seems that one 
of, ithe major contemporary 
hindrances to Christianity is the fact 
that many do not want to suffer any 
inconvenience. We tend to reverse 
Jesus’ intention for us, We say, ‘‘l 
couldn’t get involved in the church, 
because...,’’; or, ‘‘I would, but... 

.”” Instead, we need to say, ‘‘If my 
commitment to Christ and the church 
will permit to I will...” 

Christianity requires a surrender 
so absolute that no other authority 
can claim our attention, 

Two great truths emerge from 
this passage of Scripture (Luke 
9:57-62). One, the Kingdom of God 
is of supreme importance. Two, the 


Kingdom of God demands our 
supreme loyalty. Those two go 
together. When a person really 


believes in the importance of God 
and his work he will respond with 
supreme loyalty. 

There is no indication in the Bible 
that either of the three individuals 
central in the text ever made the 
Kingdom of God a matter of supreme 
importance in their lives.

Co-op Prepares 


For Future Needs 


While most of us are busily 
preparing Christmas gift lists, Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative is prepar- 
ing for the future needs of its 
consumers. 

With the cooperation of the utility 
systems in Andalusia, Opp, Elba, 
and Brundidge, AEC is surveying 
consumers from the four municipal- 
ities to help the generation and 


transmission cooperative predict 
future electrical energy 
requirements. 


A residential consumer survey 
has been mailed to approximately 
500 consumers in each of the four 
municipalities, according to Jim 
Brook, AEC marketing director. 
Consumers are being asked to 
answer questions. about housing, 
appliances,. heating and cooling 
equipment and energy conservation 
measures, he explained. 

The results will be used in future 
power supply planing and 
marketing. 

Brook said consumers are urged 
to complete the survey as soon as 
possible. He said about 400 complet- 
ed surveys are needed in order to 
validate the survey. 

Persons receiving a copy of the 
survey who need assistance should 
contact their local electric depart- 
ment or the marketing department at 
AEC, (205) 222-2571. 

AEC is the wholesale power 
supplier for the four municipalities. 
The Andalusia-based cooperative is 
also power supplier for 16 distribu- 
tion cooperatives in Alabama and 
Florida and two Opp industries.

Well, here we are back again! It! 


is Dec. 17, and we’re going tolearn a 
few things about the month of 
December. 

December is the 12th and last 
month of the year. It was the 10th 
month in the ancient Roman 
calendar. The first part of its name, 
“decem,’’ means ‘‘ten’’ in Latin, 
December once had 29 days, but 
Julius Caesar added two more, 
making it one of the longest months. 

Winter begins in December in 
the northern half of the world. Some- 
people call it “the frosty month.’ 
But winter does not begin until Dec. 
21 or 22, and most of the month-is 
usually warmer than other winter 
months. 

On the first day of winter, the sun 
reaches the solstice, when it 
appears to have gone farthest south, 
In the northern hemisphere it is the 
shortest day of the year, but it is the 
longest day in the southern half of. 
the world. 

The latter part of December has 
long been a holiday season.

Nicholas is also a patron saint in 
Greece, Russia and some other 
countries. 

Holly, narcissus and poinsettia 
are regarded as special December 
flowers. People in many parts of the 
world use holly at Christmas cele- 


brations. The turquoise and the 
zircon are the birthstones for 
December. 


Now, let’s learn some interesting 
things about one of the sweetest, 
nicest and most beloved ladies in 
Elba; one I’m sure most of you 
readers know already, having had 
the privilege of being one of her 
‘children’? during her 43-year span 
of teaching - Mrs. Ola Barnes 
Kendrick, who will hereafter be 
referred to as ‘‘Miss Ola B.,’’ as 
most folks lovingly call her. 

It will be difficult and nigh onto 
impossible to put down on paper all 
this illustrious and capable lady has 
accomplished during her long span 
of life. But we will lovingly attempt 
it. This is a ‘‘labor or love,’’ as all 
our stories about these dear 
residents in the nursing home. 

We will visit Miss Ola B. via 
herself, as well as get to know her as 
seen through the eyes of love of her 
only living child and daughter, Mary 
Will; a dear friend and former 
student, Lorene Bryan, and another 
friend, former student and co- 
worker, Judge Marion Brunson, 

Miss Ola B. was born August 8, 
1897, in Fayette, located in Fayette 
County, one of nine children born to 
Mr. and Mrs. J.H. Barnes. Mrs. 
Barnes was the former Miss Mary 
Jane Stewart. 

Miss Ola B. is a most attractice 
matriarch with pretty white hair, 
bluish-gray eyes which sparkle with 
mirth and glee, and lovely clear skin. 

She remembers her father as ‘ta 
short, Irish-like, jolly fellow -- he saw 
humor in everything. His people 
came from the Carolinas and owned 
a mercantile store,’”’ 

Laughing,, she added, ‘‘With 
that many children, he was always a 
member of the school board, and 
bless his heart! He always had 
plenty to do!”’ 

She said her mother taught 
school before she married - the first 
three grades and ‘‘she was a low, 
plump lady with a quiet, pensive 
personality, Her children were her 
life. Her folks were also from the 
Carolinas. We children called her 
‘Ma!’ ” 

The eight siblings of Miss Ola B., 
seven of whom are deceased, are: 
Reuben, a medical doctor; Lee, (who, 
until his death, was the publisher of 
the Vernon News, in Vernon), Lela, 
Hessie, Edith, Garice and Anna, 


The surviving sister is Mrs. Eula 
Bumpers, who makes her home in 
Gadsden. 
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Mrs. Oia Barnes Kendrick 


An interesting fact about the 
‘Barnes girls’’: five of them were 
teachers, with the exceptions of 
Misses Hessie and Lela. 

Miss Ola B. came to Elba via 
Troy Normal, as it was then called. 
Her sister Clarice was a_ teacher 
thete and Miss Ola B. attended Troy, 
and upon graduation came to Elba as 
a teacher when Grover C. Bowden 
was the county superintendent. This 
was somewhere around the summer 
of 1918. Any of y’all remember Mr. 
Grover? 

She taught at several schools 
located in Coffee County, among 
them the Basin and Lee Cofnmmunity 
schools, 

Miss Ola B. retired with an 
overall number of 43 years teaching 
if Coffee and Crenshaw counties, 
with 26 of those years at Elba High 
School where she taught junior and 
senior high English and literature. 

Former students and _ fellow 
teachers remember Miss Ola B. as 
being ‘‘big on Chaucer and 
Shakespeare.”’ 

She always sponsored the Beta 
Club, directed the senior class play 
and was the senior sponsor. She was 
very active in the high school, as one 
can readily see. 

She has taught under three 
principals, among them the late J.C. 
Dixon, who will be fondly 
remembered as ‘‘Professor Dixon,”’ 
Sam Casey and Marion Brunson, 

When we asked Miss Ola B. if 
she enjoyed her years of teaching, 
she quickly and enthusiastically 
replied, ‘‘Indeed, I did! I loved them 
all! We had parties together, made 
trips together - one to Cleveland, 
‘Ohio, for the Beta Club convention. 
They enjoyed my literature more 
than anything!”’ 

On Dec. 28, 1918, Miss Ola B. 
married Will Kendrick, a native of 
the Victoria Community. He and 
Miss Ola B. had rather an unusual 
honeymoon - for 69 years ago they 
had quite an adventurous 
‘honeymoon! They boarded a ship at 
Savannah, Ga., and sailed up to 
Niagara Falls, N.Y., whereupon 
Miss Ola B. donned a rubber suit 
and went in a boat right up to the 
Falls! What a plucky lady! 

Mr. Will was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Kendrick, 

Mrs. Kendrick was the former 
Valula Thomas. Mr. Kendrick was a 
farmer. 

Mr, Will was one of nine brothers 
and sisters, all of whom are 
deceased. They were: Charlie 
Kendrick, Terry Kendrick, Minnie 
Lee Stephens, Mary Talbot, Oma 
Reeves, Lela Martin, Matt Boutwell, 
and a young brother who was struck 
and killed by lightning. 

At one time, Mr. Will owned and 
operated Kendrick Mercantile, 
located in the vicinity of Martin’s on 
the square, and later he served as 
clerk of the Coffee -County 
Commissioners Court until his retire- 
ment at the age of 85. 

Mr, Will passed away in May of 
1967, at the age of 86, He and Miss 
Ola B. were the parents of two 
children: Barnes, who died at the 
age of 242, and Mary Will. 

From a previous marriage to the 
former Miss Annie Leach Compton, 
which ended with the death of Miss 
Annie, Mr. Will was the father of 
three sons, all of whom are now 
deceased: Tom, John and Fred. 

John was married to the former 
Madelyn Strain, an Elba native, who 
is a retired musician, now residing in 
Waynesville, N.C,; 

Tom was married to Lurleen 
M. Gore, an Opp native, 

Fred was a college professor who 
taught in various colleges, 

Mary Will is married to Jack 
Dickert, and they make their home in 
Brundidge. Jack is self-employed in 
the real estate business and Mary 
Will is a homemaker, They are the 
hacia of two children: Jack Jr. and 
Jill. 


Jack Jr, is married to the former 
Bonnie Rushing, a Spring Hill 
native. They reside in Andalusia 
where Jack is a construction inspect- 
or with Alabama Electric Co-op and 
Bonnie is with the city school 
system, They are the parents of 
Stacey Elizabeth, a junior at Troy 
State/Dothan, and Jason Kendrick, 
a tenth-grader at Andalusia High 
School. 

Jill resides in Huntsville where 
she is an accountant with a CPA 
firm, She is the mother of Joshua, a 
10-year-old, and Matthew, who is 
cight,

Miss Ola B. tells us that ‘‘blue”’ 
is her favorite color; the ‘trose’’ her 
favorite flower, and ‘‘spring - when 
everything is alive!’’ her favorite 
season. Her favorite holiday is 
‘*Christmas,’’ and she nostalgically 
reminisced, ‘‘Oh how I used to look 
for an apple and orange in my 
stocking!”’ 

Her favorite 
“‘barbecue.”’ 

Mary Will told us, ‘‘She used to 
be the best cook! She could fix the 
best collards, turnips, turkey and 
dressing, barbecue, and June Moon 
cake!’’ 

Miss Ola B’s hobbies were 
“playing the piano; she enjoyed 
traveling, but all in all her church 
and her school children were her 
main interests and loves in life.’’ 

In regard to Miss Ola B’s church 
life, she is a Baptist and a member of 
the First Baptist Church where she 
taught Sunday School for over 50 
years. She played the piano* at 
various times for different classes 
and events in the church, and she 
sang alsoin the choir for many years. 

Over the years she also played 
the piano for: the American Legion 
and the nursing home. 

Until March of this past year, 
Miss Ola was doing what she loved 
and did best - mixing and mingling 
and conversing with people, namely 
giving the devotional and leading the 
exercises at the Nutritional Center 
downtown. 

Some of the many honors she has 
received during her lifetime include 
“Woman of Achi¢évement”’ for Elba, 
and she served as president of the 
state AEA and traveled to Phila- 
delphia, Pa., for the national 
convention. 

Clubs to which she belonged 
include Three-In-One Study Club, 
Elba Music Lovers. Eastern Star, 
BPW, AARP, WMU and Delta 
Kappa Gamma (teachers’ society). 

In addition to all the above, she 
wrote a society column for The Elba 
Clipper and served as correspondent 
for The Montgomery Advertiser. 

Miss Ola B. has had her share of 
woe, sorrow and misfortune, as 
Mary Will shared with us that the 
flood of 29 washed away her parents 
home and business, and in 193], fire 
destroyed the original home on 
Buford St., and they built the 
present home located there. All this, 
in addition to losing a baby son and 
all her siblings save one and the loss 
of her dear husband. 

But, through it all, friends and 
family state that her faith never 
wavered -- that possibly she bent but 
never broke! 

Mrs. Lorene Bryan, director of 
the nursing home, said the following 
nice things about Miss Ola B.: 

“She was my _ twelfth-grade 
English teacher and she was always 
such a fine teacher. I was teasing her 
the other day and told her, ‘You used 
to tell me what to do, and now I have 
the chance to tell you what to do!’ 
This got a chuckle from her, 

‘She used to give programs for 
the WMU at Westside and she 
always did an excellent job, She was 
a very sweet, talented, and versatile 
lady -- and excelled in all her 
endeavors.’’ 

Judge Marion Brunson shared 
the following lovely and warm 
memories with us of his long years of 
friendship with this remarkable lady, 
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who was his teacher all through 


junior and senior high English, and 


later as stated previously, he was her 
principal: 

“‘T always admired and respected 
Mrs. Kendrick. She was a teacher 
who was genuinely interested in her 


-» Students and in Elba, She gave of 


herself; she instilled so many 
beautiful, worthwhile qualities in her 
students. 

‘Not only did she give us a good 
foundation in English, but she gave; 
us many worthwhile values which 
have been an asset to me, and to 
many of her other students over the 
years. She talked to us and 
counseled us, and we confided in 
Miss Kendrick. She enriched my life 
greaily.’’ 

Judge Brunson said, ‘She and 
Miss Zadie (Rowe) read all my 
stories for my Pea River Reflections 
book, and I asked them to correct 
and make changes and additions and 
they would return them unmarked, 
and I’d say, ‘Y’all didn’t read 
these?’, and they said, ‘Yes, we did;’ 
so I considered that the highest 
compliment, coming from my former 
English and History teachers! 

‘Miss Ola loved Elba and she 
has made great contributions to Elba 
culturally and socially, not only as a 
leading educator, a faithful church 
worker in the Baptist church and 
writer for the Gliipper, but she gave 
of herself to the people of Elba.’’ 

When we asked Marion if there 
was any one incident he especially 
remembered from his years of 
working with Miss Ola B., he began 
chuckling and related that he would 
never forget - - ‘One time she came 
into the office - I could tell hers and 
all the other teachers’ walks .- you 
know on those wooden floors it 
sounded so loud and distinct -- and I 
had a sucker in my hand which I 
quickly put down by the chair, and 
she got the biggest charge out of 
catching her principal enjoying a 
sucker there in the office! She never 
let me live it down and always 
enjoyed sharing it with others, and 
we'd always laugh about it! 

‘*She also loved to tell that I hired 
Nancy and then married her at the 
end of the school year -- she gol a 
chuckle out of that.”’ 

In conclusion, I hope that I have 
partly captured the essence and 
spirit of this truly admirable and 
courageous Christian lady known as 
Miss Ola B! And hope that you 
readers, many of whom will be 


former students, enjoyed reading - 


about her as much as I have enjoyed 
writing it,
